Chief Jennings, who was present, 
Stated that the three present watches 
were as follows: 

Morning watch, 43 men on 
streets, including 14 men in the rears; 


day watch, 42 men, including 15 men 


On the rears; evening watch, 68 men, 
including 20 men on the rears. This
